Variety of 
Items Go Into 
Time Capsule

The’ Bicentennial Committee 
members and a few dignitaries 
buried an _ impressive-size time 
parcel last week, full of information 
for those who retrieve it in SO years. 

The event, which marked the 50th 
birthday of the city of Placentia took 
place Thursday on the front grounds 
of the Bradford House. 

The special materials, which 
would hopefully be opened on the 
city’s 100th birthday, were first 
encased in plastic sheeting a 
styrofoam case, more plastic and a 
cardboard box.

Crossing Problems 
Arouse Parents 


A hard fought battle to keep a 
school crossing guard at the busy 
corner of Kraemer Boulevard and 
Bastanchury Road, was won by a 
technicality recently when a group of 
concerned parents appeared before 
the Placentia City Council. 

The corner had failed to qualify for 
a guard because it has a light signal 
and does not have a sufficient 
number of vehicles turning into a 
large enough count of youngsters. 

After a well organized and lengthy 
public hearing in which several 
people from the community 
participated, Mayor Pro Tem 
William Rashford pointed out that 
the street, divided by a center 
divider does not have an adequate 
median refuge area ‘‘or even a 
pushbutton control.’’ 

Rashford added that youngsters 
caught in the middle of a signal 
when the light changed ‘‘would have 
to stand there a:long time before 
another walk cycle came around.”’ 

The city council had previously 
acquiesced to a request to pjace a 
crossing guard at the intersection for 
a 60-day period, to assist youngsters 
crossing from the west to attend 
Brookhaven Elementary School on 
the east. 

The parents and PTA members 
sought a continuance of the guard on 
the basis that the measure was 
essential to the safety of the school 
children at the crossing. 

Mayor George De Jesus took 
exception with the large represent- 
ing group at one point in the hearing 
and asked: ‘‘Have you or your body 
approached the state government? 
Have you approached county 
government? Have you approached 
the school board? We are the last of 
the governing agencies and we have 


the smallest percentage of your tax 
dollar.’’ 

Crossing guards have traditional- 
ly been employed and paid for from 
city funds on city streets. Ben 
Minamide, the city’s Director of 
Community Development said that 
the county would be involved in 
county roads and the state on state 
highways such as Imperial High- 
way. 

Mrs. John Harman, a PTA 
member, explained that the walk 
signal at the intersection lasts a total 
of 45 seconds until it turns to red, 
including the ‘‘don’t walk’ 
warning. 

‘*We would like to thank the police 
department who have come to our 
schools,’’ Mrs. Harman added ‘‘Our 
point is that the cars however are not 
trained not to hit these children. We 
feel strongly that an adult (crossing 
guard) would greatly enhance the 
safety of our children. 

‘‘We understand that a crossing 
guard cannot be stationed at every 
intersection. We have gone to 
Traffic Safety Committee meetings 
many times without very successful 
results. We do not want to wait until 
we have statistics of fatalities to 
bring to you. That is why we are 
asking for your immediate action to 
install a permanent crossing guard 
at this intersection.”’ 

On a further skirmish between 
Councilman Jack Gomez, Mayor 
George De Jesus and the principal of 
Brookhaven School, John Mc- 
Clanahan, as to why the group of 
people were appearing before that 
city, the principal pointed out that 
S00 people have signed a petition. 

‘The city as I understand it,’’ 
McClanahan began, ‘‘through the

Fare Tennis 


Dropped At Tuffree 


Fare Tennis did not fare too well in 
Placentia. 

The system which has_ been 
supervising tennis nets on the 
Tuffree Hill Park courts for ten 
months was unanimously a- 
bandoned by city council vote at a 
recent meeting. 

Complaints from members of the 
Placentia Tennis Club and the public 
in general revealed that mal- 
functioning of the system and 
mechanical problems may have 
been responsible for some of the 
disenchantment. 

A Fare Tennis, Inc. spokesman 
stated in correspondence that it was 
an unfair evaluation, however. 

At a previous public meeting 
before the city’s Recreation and 
Parks Commission it was pointed out 
that a variety of problems may have 
developed from the coin operated 
net system, which required a dollar 
for an hour’s play. 

Nets dropped in the midst of play; 
would not come into place; were too 
low and sometimes collapsed when a 
person leaned against them, 
knocking at least one individual over 
on his head, it was reported.

Civic Center Complex, including the 
city’s Library. 

The corporation yard, expected to 
cost in the vicinity of a quarter of a 
million dollars, will be located on the 
north side of Chapman Avenue east 
of the Civic Center. 


The meter company, however, 
felt the criticisms were too harsh and 
stated that the system is successful 
elsewhere and is being considered 
for additional courts in Los Angeles 
where it is already in use on 28 
courts. 

The system, originally installed in 
Placentia ten months ago was 
continued after a trial 120 days. The 
purpose of installing the pay tennis 
was to provide more expanded use of 
the facilities, it was pointed out at 
that time. 

This has not happened, city staff 
reports. In the ten months period the 
system took in $1,600 of which $800 
belongs to the city. However, it was 
felt that a maximum usage wouid 
have produced $4,000. Therefore, 
the court use had not been expanded 
as anticipated. 

Among complaints were that the 
pay-tennis has discouraged young 
people from using the two courts 
while other reports are that young 
people had figured out ways to keep 
the nets up past their dropping time 
with the use of barrels and other 
objects. 

“The Fare Tennis units tend to 
foster poor ill will or public relations. 
for the city,’’ a from the 
recreation staff relates ‘‘Because of 
the unreliability of the nets, players 
become upset and irate. Generally 
the disappointed player does not 
contact the recreation and main- 
tenance services department to air 
their complaint, but rather speaks 
negatively of the city and the tennis 
court coin operated system when 
they have lost money in the meter or

Meeting On Paving Problems 


Some ‘Civic Center’’ horse- 
trading was tacitly considered last 
week at a joint meeting of the 
trustees of the Placentia Unified 
School District and members of the 
Placentia City Council. 

The joint session covered several 
items including the problems of 
completion of the paving in front of 
the entrance of the PUSD 
Administrative offices on a top of a 
hill on Orangethorpe Avenue, east 
of Rose Drive. Also the street in 
front of E] Camino Real High School, 
which is on adjacent property on 
Orangethorpe. 

Superintendent of Schools John 
O. Tynes suggested ‘‘some horse- 
trading’’ to the assembled group. 
Tynes explained that the schools had 
no reserve or special funds to handle 
the cost of the paving which would 
provide left turn pockets in front of 
the entrances of both buildings. 

‘‘The only money we have with 
which we have been able to work 
with and trade off with is the ‘‘Civic 
Center’ funds, ‘* Tynes explained. 
The fund, Tynes estimated, runs 
around $300,000 a year. 

In return for the city’s bearing the 
expense of the paving, the schools 
would surface 14 tennis courts which 
are in need of it, using ‘‘Civic 
Center’ monies, Tynes outlined. If 
this is not agreeable to the city some 
other exchange in work could be 
evolved involving similar amounts of 
money. 
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The lack of paving on Orange- 
thorpe has left some dirt pockets in 
front of the El Camino Real High 
School. 

Tynes described the ‘‘Civic 
Center’ plan as a 30-year-old 
‘gentlemen's agreement. With city 
parks purposely placed on the edge 
of school grounds, the plan calls for 
the joint use of school and park 
facilities as a savings to the 
taxpayers. 

The 30-year-old program has been 
approved by both groups for 22 
years in the future. 

Tynes said the the ‘Civic Center’’ 
plan ‘‘we estimated at one time had 
saved the city over $200,000. We 
have both benefited from it. It has 
worked out real well,’’ Tynes added. 

The ‘Civic Center’’ is funded by a 
ten cents tax levy, the super- 
intendent stated. 

Also discussed under the joint 
agreement were completion of 
facilities at Wagner Park, adjacent 
to Wagner School; parking needs at 
Tuffree Park, which is adjacent to 
Tuffree Junior High School and also 
the Tri-City Park. 

Another topic was the possibility 
of developing an extensive sports 
complex on the Kraemer Junior 
High School grounds. The plans 
would include a major league ball 
diamond and two football fields, 
with snack shack and rest room 
facilities added. 


Landscaping For Yorba, 
El Camino Real 


Landscaping will be upgraded at 
Bernardo Yorba Junior High School 
with a $20,000 allocation and an 

* initial $10,000 landscaping grant has 
been earmarked for El Camino Real 
Continuation High School. 

PUSD Trustees Monday night 
approved both expenditures. 

Davis-Duhaime Associates will 
plan the projects for an eight per 


cent fee. Some of the Yorba work will 
be accomplished by district crews. 

‘*We plan to add some cement and 
masonry in certain areas to assist in 
the control of water runoff. Serious 
erosion problems are developing at 
Yorba,’’ it was noted. ‘ 

Plans for the landscaping are to be 
presented to trustees by Davis- 
Duhaime by the end of September.

RV Amendment 
Passes With Protests 


With no member of the city 
council championing their cause, a 
room full of Placentia recreational 
vehicle-apparatus owners left the 
recent city council meeting after 
council had unanimously approved a 
resolution amendment they had 
strongly protested through. two 
meetings. 

The decision on the recreational 
vehicle amendment, which would 
allow loading days, but which 
requires fencing in front of some 
recreational equipment, had been 
delayed to a second meeting by 
absence of two of the councilpeople. 

At one place in the process, the 
recent hearing developed into a 
battle of words between Council- 
woman Virginia Farmer and 
Gouncilman Donald Holt. 

Mrs. Farmer had extolled the 
virtues of the city’s planning 
commission pointing out that they 
are responsible citizens and that 
they do in depth studies. 

‘*Most of the time they are never 
complimented,’’ Mrs. Farmer 


stated. ‘‘They take a great deal of 
abuse. They are taxpaying citizens 
who want to see our city remain a 
pleasant place. 

“If we do not agree with our 
appointed commissioners then I feel 
in this instance and in many 
instances where we would totally 
reject findings that are carefully 
researched by’ the planning 
commission, we are not utilizing 
their talents to the best we can.”’ 

Holt then pointed out that the 
planning commission vote on 
loading hours had been unilaterally 
deleted by staff with its own 
recommendation inserted for con- 
sideration. 

‘“‘l agree that we should try to 
stand behind them (the planning 
commission),’’ Holt added. ‘‘I don’t 
agree that we should always agree 
with them anymore than the five of 
us should agree.’’

under the amendment leave his boat 
in his driveway, that it is too wide to 
go through to the backyard and 
cannot be housed in his garage. 

‘This ordinance doesn't provide 
anything that gives a boat owner or a 
trailer owner any _ consieration 
whatsoever. I find it to be quite 
unfair, in fact highly discriminatory 
against boat owners and trailer 
owners,’’ Capraro testified. 

Capraro said that he was one of 
two homeowners who had been 
singled out by City Attorney Charles 
Post Ill for a possible misdemeanor 
complaint. 

**When lasked Mr. Post why I had 
been singled out as one of the 
recipients of this letter, he could not 
give me an answer,’’ Capraro 
added. 

When speakers queried the city 
council as to why the persons 
desiring the recreational vehicle 
ordinance had not appeared in 


numbers to talk, Mayor George De 
Jesus stated: ‘‘For every owner of a 
recreational vehicle I can assure you 
that there are at least three people 
who object to it...4 neighbor on each 
side and one across the street. 

No documentation as to numbers 
was submitted by the mayor during 
the proceedings, however. 

The mayor continued: ‘‘We do not 
have the size staff who can run 
around the city putting out the fires, 
looking for this problem. This was 
instigated by citizens who asked to 
have something done about it.’’ 

Mayor Pro Tem William Rashford 
also praised the planning com- 
mission. ‘‘I think on this particular 
item we have to watch to be 
particularily prudent to the testi- 
mony of the planning commission.”’ 

Councilman Donald Holt who 
appeared to favor rewriting the 
amendment to include wordage 
from the Turlock, Calif. ordinance 


was discouraged in the pursuit by 
other members of the council who 
found the changes too many to be 
absorbed without a rewriting and 
rehearing. 

Holt’s suggestions appeared in 
instances to be more stringent than 
those under consideration. 

The staff. report on the 
amendment pointed out that boat 
and trailer owners who may not park 
their recreational apparatus in their 
driveways, have no place in the city 
to pay to park them. Parking spaces 
in lots in other cities cost from $10 a 
month to $17.50 a month depending 
on size. 

The amendment passed estab- 
lishes ,a legal loading period; 
requires screening for recreational 
vehicles parked behind the required 
setback and allows motor vehicles to 
park on driveways in sideyards 
adjacent to a street and makes some 
consideration for corner lots.

police department, is responsible for 
the hiring of crossing guards. Since 
the city is responsible for the hiring, 
interviewing and dismissing them, 
the school board would not become 


involved in any way *xcept to 
identify the need,’’ McClanahan 
answered. 

Among others speaking in favor of 
the guard were Mrs. Joan 
Sammons; Mrs. Eileen Hunt, PTA 
Council president; Mrs. Bonnie 


Steele and Mrs. Jenny Wong, who 
pointed out that she drove through 
this intersection regularly and had 
seen the confusion of the children. 

Local attorney George Bean 
stated that he tended to distrust the 
standards set by Cal Trans (from 
whom the standards are taken for 
Streets. to qualify for crossing 
guards,) ‘‘having had occasion to 


view their experiments with the 
Diamond Lanes.’’ 

George Oeklers added that he had 
found it difficult to walk across the 
Bastanchury-Kraemer intersection 
before the light turns red. ‘‘The 45 
seconds seems like about 10.”"’ 

City Administrator Edwin Powell 
stated that crossing guards are the 
city’s responsibility. ‘‘It is not the 
responsibility of the school board by 
law,’’ he added. 

Councilman Jack Gomez re- 
commended a further look at the 
crossing guard policy. ‘‘I think we 
should treat every corner the same, 
not just this one, but everyone.”’ 

Mayor George De Jesus con- 
cluded that ‘‘when one makes a 
decision of this type that we are 
being backed into a_ very 
embarrassing corner. I wonder why 
the PTA group did not make some 


smgular effort to do something 
about the situation other than to 
come back to the city. 

“At that time you must have 
recognized that we did not have the 


money. We extended ourselves to 
give 60 days.”’ 
The city council vote was 


unanimous in favor of a permanent 
crossing guard at the intersection 
and the word was received by the 
audience with applause. 

In a letter to the city from John O. 
Tynes, superintendent of schools of

Early Placentia — Schools Were An Important Project 


that twelve votes had been 
cast at the election and all 
for ‘‘Bonds Yes”’ 
for ‘‘Bonds No.”’ 


This continuing history of 
education in the early 
Placentia area has been 
compiled and written by 
Clairee Tynes, wife of 
Superintendent of Placentia 
Unified School District John 
O. Tynes.

So the one room school 
house, Cajon, which wouid 
become Placéntia in four 
years, was built near the 
Southeast corner of Orange- 
thorpe and Placentia 
Avenue on donated land 
and financed ($401.54) by a 
private citizen. 

“On Dec. 26, 1874, an 
election was held to vote a 
tax for building and school 
purposes. The sum of $500 
tax was voted unanimously 
and W.M. McFadden was 
elected assessor and collec- 
tor. Assessment collected 
amounting to $644.35 (Pre- 
sumably Mr. McFadden got 
his money back.) 

When they ran out of 
money they voted another 
tax assessment or had a 
benefit ball.
